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AFTER A LONG CAREER SERVING THE PUBLIC, 
TRANSIT MANAGER ORAL SUTLIFF IS 


Ready to retire 


After nearly 15 years at the helm of the Charlevoix 
County Transit, manager Oral Sutliff has decided to move 
on, for no reason other than it’s time. “I’m 66,” he said 
from his office.in Boyne City last week. “I’m way behind 
on my hunting, fishing and golf.” 

While retirement will surely give the Boyne City native 
ample time to pursue those activities, it will also mean some- 
thing even more important than that to Sutliff. “I have a 
14-year-old grandson,” he said, “and he keeps saying to 
me, ‘Grandpa, when yourtetire we can go fishing.’ It seems 
like it wasn’t that long ago that he was born.” 

‘With five grandkids living “just across the ravine” from 
the home he shares with his wife, Eleanor, it’s not surpris- 


- ing that Sutliff finds family-time beckoning him. 


And surely, after many years-of serving his community, 


__ he deserves the rest. A Charlevoix County Commissioner 


for many years, Sutliff has also spent time working for the 


Charlevoix County Road Commission, and was involved 
with issues involving the transit system long before he be-. 


came its manager. ; 
The service itself started out in the mid-1970s, under the 


5 program title “Elderly and Handicapped,” ’.with two varis.. 
In the spring of 1980, the county, commission was presented 


with an option to open the service up county-wide as pub- 
lic transportation:. During the public hearings on the topic, 
Sutliff remembers being particularly touched by the testi- 


passed unanimously. 
It was, he added, a “win- 


win” situation, since the ser- ° 


vice was 100 percent state 
funded for the first year, with 
state funding gradually taper- 
ing off over the years, in order 
to get the transit slowly on its 
feetasa tL eas abas 
venture. 

Starting out with four bees 
in 1980, the service has ex- 
panded to a.total of 16 buses 
today. 

It wasn’t just the area of 
transit that was of interest to 
Sutliff, however; when ini- 
tially hired in 1988, Sutliff's 
job was split between manag- 
ing the transit service and 


overseeing the county's Com- : : 
mission on Aging. ‘The two areas were -paicicalatty intertwined 
in terms of the commission’s “Meals on Wheels” program, which 
utilized transit buses to ‘deliver meals. 

In recent years, the Transit and Commission on Aging soll into 
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Though at the time new Boyne City 
manager Michael Cain was hired it 
appeared that any new manager com- 
ing on board might have his work cut 
out for him, to hear Cain tell it, the 
transition has been relatively prob- 
lem-free, “If any fires were out 
there,” he said last week, “they’re not 
much more than smoldering now.” 

Some of the ease of transition can 
be attributed to the work of interim 
city manager Dick Huebler, the 
former Allen Park city manager who 
came on board in October and stayed 
until Cain’s hiring in December. The 
rest, it seems, has something to do 
with Cain’s approach, which has thus 
far been a combination of jumping in 
with both feet (he started his new job 
the afternoon of his hiring on Dec. 10, 
2002) and standing back enough to 
let city staff do their part in retumming 
to a normal mode of operation. “I 
really try and believe in a team con- 
cept,” Cain said, the idea of which 
being “to empower staff.” His phi- 
losophy in both his previous stints as 
city manager, in St. Johns and Fenton, 
has been to be hands-on when he 
needs to be. but to rely on staff 
strengths to move forward. “You 
never know where the next good idea 
is coming from,” he said. And thus 
far, he’s found the staff in Boyne City 
to be “real capable.” 

4+ - One of six children, Cain was bom 
in Dearborm, but relocated with his 
close-knit family to Traverse City in 
the seventh grade, a move he credits 
with stimulating his interest in public 
service. “If I hadn’t moved to 
Traverse City, I’d probably be a com- 
puter technician or engineer now,” he 
said.

his skills in labor relations, zoning and 
planning issues, securing grants, and 
alliance-building. “The vast major- 
ity of things we’re facing here are 
things I have dealt with in other com- 
munities,” Cain-said. 

Issues specific to Boyne City that 
he sees as priorities include address- 
ing waterfront development issues in 
the downtown area, and working to 
fill the Industrial Park. The water- 
front issue, Cain concedes, is a tricky 
one. “[The concerns regarding wa- 
terfront usage] have been going on for 
years,” he said. The trick will be bal- 
ancing recreational aspects with 
“what we need to promote [the 
economy], while sustaining the long- 
term value.” 

In various areas, he added, “there 
are outstanding issues to be resolved, 
but we'll take them in stride and go
